W HOOPING COUGH 
W ith the possible exception of 
measles, the public underestim ates 
the seriousness and hazard of no 
disease more th an th a t of whooping 
cough. 
Whooping cough is a very debili­ 
tating 
disease. 
The 
spasms 
of 
coughing, which are characteristic, 
consume the vitality of the child 
and interfere with the normal work­ 
ings of its little body. 
There is no specific medical treat­ 
m ent. 
Drugs m ay be prescribed to 
reduce the frequency and the se­ 
verity of the coughing spells, and 
they are frequently of great value. 
The substance of good treatm ent 
of the afflicted child is in the phys­ 
ical care given, and this is largely in 
the hands of the m other and nurse. 
The child should not be exposed 
to severe weather, though it will 
benefit and suffer fewer coughing 
spells in the open air. 
Dust and smoke should be avoid­ 
ed. since they are apt to irritate the 
throat and lungs and cause cough­ 
ing. 
When going out of doors the chil­ 
dren should be so dressed th a t there 
will be no danger of their suffering 
a chill. 
Flannel pajam as will held protect 
the child at night against chills, 
should it disarrange its covering. 
Unless the doctor orders a change, 
it is best to adhere to a dietary 
composed of foods which the child 
eats normally. 
It is generally better to reduce 
the size and increase the number of 
feedings. 
The extra meals can with ad ­ 
vantage be made up of milk, milk- 
containing drinks, soups, ice cream, 
custard and the like. 
The child is more prone to retain 
its food after a paroxysm of cough­ 
ing. In case of vomiting, it may be 
necessary to serve the child a new 
meal. 
The m other who m ust be nurse 
as well should keep a simple daily 
record, noting the num ber, fretpiency 
and 
relative 
severity 
of 
the 
paroxysms of coughing, vomiting, if 
any, and all other noteworthy inci­ 
dents.

world. Thus equipped for the free­ 
dom of person, and. most im portant 
of all, freedom to worship God ex­ 
actly as they pleased. 
As a rule 
they were very poor in purse, and, 
among the Dutch and Germans es­ 
pecially. many of them,' who had 
started with enough to bring them 
in comfort to our shores, had been 
cruelly robbed by dishonest agents 
and assumed friends. Often to such 
extent was this the case th at upon 
landing upon our shores the poor 
creatures found themselves in the 
clutches of cormorants, and had to 
indenture themselves, and become 
almost literally slaves to work out 
the outrageous claims made upon 
them. 
This must have been quite 
common, as we judge from the great 
number of indentured servants that 
may yet be found traces of in the 
early records. We are aware th at it 
is true that some of these had agreed 
to thus dispose of themselves be­ 
fore they had left the Old World to 
come to the New. as this was the 
only possible resource left them 
whereby they could reach this prom­ 
ised haven. Hence, while at the first 
coming all were poor, yet we find 
some who were, just as we find in 
these days of so-called plenty, in­ 
comparably poorer than their neigh­ 
bors. 
They not only had nothing 
literally, but then* was a mortgage I 
on their labor for about all th at p a r t1 
of their working lives th at could be ■ 
made to yield anything. 
Group Together 
Circumstances drove those speak­ 
ing a foreign language into closer 
colonies than necessarily it did the 
English speaking people. The Dutch 
especially were driven closely within 
themselves. In a neighborhood there 
would be a very few th at could 
speak a few words of broken English, 
and this was all. 
These immigrants landed on our 
shores, and with hardly a halt be­ 
gan to push their way to where they 
could find unoccupied lands. 
This 
was their first subject of considers- j 
tion, and here they stopped as soon 
as they found it. In the intensity of 
their new found joys of freedom and 
land—land th at they could hope to 
own. and thus fill the once utopian I

Grimes and Haines, who were un­ 
able to start in the series, are near 
the end of their great careers, but 
they still have a lot of effectiveness 
in their right arms.
